Extracts from the Gospels, particular- 
ly Christ’s Sermon on the Mount, and Mr, 
King’s Letter, and ‘several of the Ser- 
mons, have been circulated pretty exten- 
sively in manuscript. Mr. Goodell re- 
marks, that his translation of the Gospels 
beside being faithtutly made from the 
Greek, is better understood by the com-' 
mon people, than any of those which 
have been placed in his hands for distri- 
bution among the Armenians. 

Remarks on the Opposition to Evangelical 
Labours.

he consequence so fur a’ respects our- 
selves is this, that we feel the cause to be 
God’s and not ours, and the opposition to 
be against Fim, and not against ws; and 
therefore with some degree of coutidence, 
we commit the whole to hitn, believing 
that he wil! maintain his own honour, and 
vindicate his own cause.

Since [ wrote you I have recéived a letter 
from the young native man [at Cape Mount] 
that I mentioned in my. former letter ;—his | 
wife has also a hope that she has.experienced | 
asaving change—-I have also beard it from | 
other sources and have reason to believe it | 
to be true. 

The young man I mentioned in my last | 
[John Reavy] has been prevented, by the | 
rains, from commencing the Missionary 
School at Cape Mount, and had to seck other 
employment; but his mind appears to beset 
on that object. , 
The one hundred and forty-three recaptur- 
ed Africans [arrived in the ship Norfolk] are 
a very promising company. Indeed, between 
twenty and thirty of them had formed reli- 
gious characters, and fourteen of them had 
regular letters of dismission from a Baptist 
church to Savannah, Ga., and since their arri- 
val have joined us—and a number of others 
who had been heard in Savannali, and receiv- 
ed letters of recommendation as candidates 
for baptism ; and we have heard and baptized 
Hine of them—andI am happy to say, that I 
thiols, they will prove to be orderly members 
of society. 


I intend, if possible, to try and Visit you 
next Spring, although at present it looks dark, 
as my burdens are not lessened at all, for they

Every thing that bas the semblance of 
heaven, you postpone to the last day. 
Yow seemto think that-it will be time 
enough to begin your felicity when you 
reach the destined habitation, and are sur- 
prised with the sudden music of the ce- 
lestial harps. Bat remember this soleain | 
and certain fact, that_no man.was ever yet 
surprised inta heaven.

Can it be possible that christians should 
never pray together but in a church? or 
never, bat in the words of a liturgy 
framed specially for the church? Is there 
any difference, in principle, between the 
meeting for prayer often, people compo- 
sing a family, and olten comected by no 
tenderer tie than that of brethren in 
Christ ?.. But the church has recognized 
the propriety of the former and of their 
praying without a form; tor though she 
has provided a form of family prayer 
which may be used, she has not provided 
one which must be ased ; thus doing pre- 
cisely what individuals of denominations, 
recognizing no. form of public worship, 
have often doné in composing manuals ot 
family worship for the convenience of 
those who may not feel competent to con- 
duct it without them. 
Mr. M. in taking the ground above des: 
cribed, is consoled under, whatever name 
may be given him, by the three following 
considerations :— 
ist. The intrinsic reasonableness that 
christians should be allowed to ** pray 
one With another’? in any convenient 
place, withowt being required to use a 
form of prayer’ composed for a kind’ of 
assemblage, and’ frow circumstances ex- 
ceedingly differentfrom theirs.

addressed as if untegenerated or unconver- 
fed? If s0 Mr. M. hopes no one will for 
a moment hesitate to believe that in this 
particular, most distinctly, he issa low. 
churchman: Understanding by regenera- 
tion just what the Saviour meant by being 
‘born of the Spirit,” and the apostles by 
being ‘t made alive in Christ Jesus,’ Mr. 
M,,.in. accordance. with a most * glorious 
company of apostles, ’’ and a most, ** noble 
army of martyrs,’’ and a most humerous 
and splendid retinue of pious, learned and 
dignified Episcopalians, professes the 
opinion, without the least hesitation, that 
there is,‘* no ground for believing, either 
fcom scripture, or from reason, or from 
experience, or from analogy.othat the 
grace symbolized, invariably accompanies 
its appointed symbol’? It is not denied 
that such may sometimes be the case, but 
that ibis a/ways the case. The opinion 
maintamed is, that regeneration may take 
plice, before, al,.and after baptism. ‘The 
writer is well aware that itis not unvom- 
mon at the present day, to pronounce 
baptismal regeneration to be the genuine 
doctrine of the Episcopal Church, and to 
consider those who oppose it as unsound 
members of that church ; he must, how- 
ever, take the liberty of behteving, that 
neither Scripture, ‘the Liturgy, Cate- 


chism, Articles, Homilies of the Fpieco- 
pal Cnaren, nor the writings of those who 


framed these instruments, ‘afford any suji- 
port-to the doctrine. He must be per- 
mitted to address baptised persons as if it 
were ‘not a-malter of course, that they 
should be considered as having, by bap- 
tism, become * new creatures tn Christ 
Jesus ;> and he cannot help considering 
the doctrine of the inseparability of bap- 
tism and regeneration (without disrespect 
to any who'hold it) as of very dangerous 
tencency in the present, just as it was in 
the thirdand fourth centuries ; exceeding- 
ly oppused to the interests of vital reti- 
gion, and peculiarly calcolated to inter: 
fere with that solemn warning of the Sav+ 
iour, “not every one that saith unto me 
Lord, Lord, shall enter into the kingdom 
of heaven.” de 
A few extracts will show that: if the 
denial of this doctrine be one of the counts 
‘in Mr. °M.’s- indictment, there is no dan- 
ger of his being sentenced to solitary Con- 
finement. His friends will be comforted 
to Know what edifying society he will 
have, when they read that Bishop Wail 
preached to the baptized as follows ; ‘* If 
you find your hearts unclean,'your hands 
idle and unprofitable, your ways crooked 
and unholy, your corruptions alive aud 
lively, never pretend to-any renewiig. 
You are the old men still, and however ye 
may go for christians, yet ye have denied 
the power of christianity in your lives, 
and if ye so continue, the fire of hell shail 
have so much the more power over you, 
for that it finds baptismal water upon your 
faces.’?

THE MISSION AND THE ANTI-MIS- 
SION SPIRIT. 

The spirit of true religion shows a ten- 
dency to propagate and extend itself into 
multiplications commensurate with the 
whole bhaman race. This disposition, 
generally so obnoxtous to the hostility of | 
the world, branded tod with so many op- 
probious epithets, and denounced as the 
officious diligence of enthusiasm, seems 
to constitute one of the predominant fea- 
tures of that wisdom, which cometh trom 
above. No wonder it should incur the 
hatred of all thuse whose profligate mor: 
ality, and loose opinions are thereby im- 
pugned ; am! who prefer the indolent 
calm of self-security to the sacrifices and 
self-denial incident tothe prosecution of 
duty. [tis wonderful, however, that any 
of the Saviour’s avowed friends should 
ever arrange themselves under the ban- 
ners of opposition, that the heart through 
which has throbbed the love of Christ, 
should ever subside into the cold malig- 
nity of that scepticism that derides gospel 
missions, and that those who owe their 
own illummmation to that sublime apostle- 
ship established by the author of salva- 
tion, should decline giving to others the 
light which has been so bountifally minis- 
tered to them. 

Strange as this may appear, it is never- 
theless true. Some in every denomina- 
tion of Christians; and nota few among 
us, ave the decided and persevering op- 
ponents of all missionary efforts anil ex- 
penditures. The money appropriated 
in this Way 18 COnsidered by such as most 
injurious extravagance, aad the men who 
consecrate their talents to this service, 
are reviled as the candidates for © paltry 
fame, or the miserable expectants of sec- 
ular. emolument. In this view of the 
subject, it may be somewhat surprising 
to remark how extremes unite. Someof 
our most rigid and arrogant professors, 
who claim the game of Cal¥inists and 
Trinitarians, speak about missions in the 
same sneering and .Contemptuous style 
that is usually adopted in reference to 
that subject by Deists, Unitarians, and 
Universalists. In elucidation of this ob- 
servation, we temember that when the 
manifesto of certain reformed churches 
was published, a year or two since, it was 
eagerly caught up by'several Deistical, 
and Unitarian papers, as a most happy 
presage of ap approaching change among 
the Baptists ; and tbe authors of that im- | 
pudent declaration were complimented | 
with oo unbrotherly demonstration, by | 
these avowed enemies of Christ. 

But even where the circumstances of | 
moral conduct, and rectitude of senti-| 
ment have been equal among our breth- 
ren, we have noticed a manifest differ. | 
ence among them touching the cause of| 
missions. The mission and the anti-mis- 
sion spirit are marked by etroag distinct. 
ive features. The former is the spirit of 
prager, of revivals, of religious enter- 

- prise, and of operative faith. Its mani- 
festatious are charity, and all the pacific 
virtues. Its progress lies in.the, way of 
active duty, 1s marked by the sacrifice of 
personal ease and emolument, brightened 
by the blessmg of God upon..whote 
charches and commeonities, and attended 
by a thousand benedictions from grateful

the conservative principles of the state. 
Without knowledge there can be no prin- 
ciples of action; and caprice, in some 
measure governed by bold, bad, cunning 
men, must govern all. Without virtue, 
men allow the voice of passion, of appe- 
tite, of avarice, to drown the voice of 
reason.

arraigned for any crime. Gen. M’Quar- 
rie, Governor of Botany Bay, declares 
that in consequence of the establishment 


of Sunday Schools, only one of the chil- 
dren of the convicts, during the whole of 


his administration, had been convicted of 
The Rev. Mr Dwight, 
of Baston, who has visited almost every 
prison in the U.S. says, that he has not 
heard of a child belonging to a ‘Sunday 
School, who has been contined by public 
authority. {nsome of the counties of 
Wales, where there is almost a universal 
attendance on the schools, the prison 
doors stand open. These facts comment 
on themselves, In a few years. the pop- 
ulation of our country wall be immense. 
The people of Attica were intelligent if 
any people ever were, but the tarbulent 
profligacy of the Athenians overthrew the 
tierce democracy. To the numbers we 
shall soon have, the Athenians were but 
as a drop in the ocean ; and what will be 
the result, if this multitude is left to the 
headlong influence of tempestuous pas- 
sions! ‘I'he commotion can only be pre- 
vented by the power of virtue. 


CHRISTIAN UNION. 

Union is strength, it is power, it is majesty. 

If churches 
are not united, they have not the spirit of God 
—if the members of the churches are not udi-

The Hampden Journal says, ** The follow- 
ing passage froin Professor Stuart’s Election 
Sermon, is probably, what irritated the cor- 
respondent of the Gazette ; and we publish it, 
that our readers tay kuow in what a sensi- 
tive and delicate state the religious commun. 
ty must be, if such sentunents are bigoted !"' 

* On similar grounds men, who avow prin- 
ciples which render pull all obligation by an 
oath, either an oath of office, or of one for the
